MOSCOW (Reuter) -- More than 
20 executed victims of the late Sovi- 
et dictator Josef Stalin have been 
posthumously reconfirmed as party 
members with unblemished records, 
Tass news agency reported yester- 
day 

i nalysts said the decision marked 
the final stage of political rehabilita- 
tion for the group, all of whose court 
convictions were overtumed in the 
1950s under Stalin’s successor Ni- 
kita Khrushchev. 

The decision was taken at a meet- 
ing last month of the Communist 
Party Control Committee responsi- 
ble for disciplinary matters. 

Tass said the group included for- 
mer planning chief Nikolai Vosne- 
sensky and Central Committee Sec- 
retary Alexander Kuznetsov, both 
of whom were named by Stalin as 
possible successors before being im- 
plicated i in the 1950 “Leningrad af- 
fair." The case involved more than 
200 officials, many from Leningrad. 
accused by Stalin of attempting to 
set up a separate Russian Commu- 
nist Party. All were shot. 

The Control Committee had also 
reconfirmed the political good 
standing of Marshal Mikhail Tukha- 
chevsky and other senior military 
figures executed in 1937 on charges 
of forming an “anti-Soviet Trotsky- 
ist military organization.” 

Tukhachevsky was the first of the 
marshals wiped out in a series of 
military purges carried out by Stalin 
on the eve of World War Two. Only 
two marshals survived the purges 
which deprived the army of half its 
experienced officers shortly before 
Nazi Germany attacked the Soviet 
Union on June 22, 1941. 

The re-examination of the Stalin 
era has been a major part of Krem- 
lin leader Mikhail Gorbachev's 
drive for greater openness, under 
which a mass of material about the 
Tepressions carried out under the 
late dictator has come to light.

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Good news and bad news for Israel 


in U.S. media’s coverage of unrest

In the American media coverage of the uprising in the territories over the 
past several months, there is both good news and bad news, according to 
Abe Foxman, director of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith. 

The bad news, Foxman said in an interview last week. is that the media’s 
treatment of the riots and of Israel's response was “overwhelmingly criti- 
cal,” The good news is that the beating Israel bas taken in the media is not as 
bad as during the Lebanon war of 1982. 


He also believes that by now “we have turned the corner. At first, the 
coverage was harsh and critical, filled with anger and disillusionment. What 
we 366 now, even in television coverage, shows more perspective, under- 
standing and a willingness to probe.” 

The worst of it, he said, was in some editorial cartoons. “TI understand that 
this is intended to be the most aggravating of expression, and that it is 
supposed to go for the jugular. But some of them can only be explained 
either by abysmal ignorance of the Holocaust or by anti-Semitism.” 

As examples, he cited ἃ cartoon that compared the deportations of 
Palestinian agitators with the trains that took Jews to the Nazi death camps, 
and one that portrayed a Palestininan behind barbed wire with a star of 
David tatooed on his forearm. 


He said that the ADL protested against these and other instances of what 
it perceived to be unfair coverage or editorial treatment. “We publicly 
charged ABC with bias, for comparing Israel with South Africa, and raised 
similar issues with other networks. Some of them made an effort to put 
things in perspective by interviewing Israeli soldiers. This helped create 


some cue with them by hearing about ‘the fear and anxiety ronning ω 
their minds. 


“In a democracy, if you challenge the media in reasoned tones — within 
the parameters of free speech, of course -- they will examine what they do. 
We have found that our protests have had a sobering effect. People will 
think before comparing Israel to South Africa or the Holocaust. 


“To the print media, we found a greater effort to provide and|:. 


le perspective, 
a more responsible tone than in 1982. Maybe they learned from 1982. So it 
does make a difference if you complain and sensitize them.” 

He said that “we recouped our losses after 1982, in terms of Israel's 
image, and the current problems, too, shall pass. In.1982, though, the fact 
that American Jewry was united helped us recoup quickly. Now this is more 
difficult because we are split.” 

Besides protesting to newspapers and ‘the networks, the ADL has also 
brought several dozen American opinion-makers here to see thi 
themselves, and has brought prominent Israelis, from both Labour and the 
Likud, to the U.S. to speak about the unrest. 

Foxman spoke strongly about the “clear-cut bias” shown by the media in 
treating American Jewish criticism of Israel. “CBS did a five-minute seg- 
ment on American Jewish criticism of Israel, and showed only three people, 
none of whom are spokesmen for American Jewry. 

“One person interviewed was Irving Shapiro, the former president of|

Ultrasound was developed close 
to 30 years ago in Scotland, and is 
based on the same principal as the 
sonar of a submarine. Not limited to 
obstetrics, it is used to.diagnose dis- 
eases in an increasing number of 
organs and, by physical therapists, 
to treat muscle and joint pain and 
stiffness, 


In pregnancy, a smalj hand-held 
transducer -- which transforms elec- 
trical energy into sound energy — is 
passed over a woman's abdomen. 
High frequency, inaudible sound 
waves travel into her body and 
bounce back as they encounter ma- 
ternal and fetal tissues, bones and 
organs. The pattern these waves 
Produce appears on a video-screen 
and provides a living picture of the 
fetus in utero. 

The use of ultrasound in obstet-

“The first ultrasound should be 
performed at 20 weeks,” he ex- 
plains, “to establish, first of all, the 
age of the fetus.

Ultrasound is a painless, non-in- 
vasive and relatively inexpensive 
procedure. As a result, its use has 
become not simply routine but, ac- 
cording to Nadjari, “almost too rou- 
tine... There are women who come 
to our clinic for an ultrasound who 
have not yet even seen an 
obstetrician.” 

During the course of 3 pregnancy, 
women will collect stacks — “literally 
stacks” — of ultrasound reports, says 
another obstetrician, and have no 
idea why the ultrasounds were per- 
formed in the first place: “It is per- 
haps unfortunate,” he says, “that 
ultrasound is not a more complicat- 
ed and painful procedure,” 

Many expectant mothers respond 
with joy, excitement and disbelief at 
seeing their unborn child visualized 
on a screen. Nadjari warns, though, 
that ultrasound scans should not be 
used merely to see the baby move or 
determine whether the child is a boy 
or a girl, predictions of which often 
turn out to be the opposite. “Ultra- 
sound is an invaluable medical 
tool,” notes Nadjari. “Jt is not 
‘Hollywood." ”

Dow off sharply on dollar 
fall, ‘Black Monday’ fears 


RT In its second straight 
nosedive in two days, Wall Street 
dropped below the 2000 murk to its 
lowest point in over a month on 
Friday.

1929, when that year's Black Mon- 
day was followed by a second huge 
slump 158 days later. Friday marked 
the 158th day after 1987's October 
19 collapse. 

In the first close below 2000 since 
February 18, the key Dow Jones 
Industrial Average fell 44.92 points 
to 1978.95, after a 43.77-point slide 
Thursday. That brought the drop for 
the week to 108.42 points, the year’s 
biggest weekly decline and the worst 
week since a 143,74 drop in early 
December. 

“{t was a totally demoralizing two 
days.” said Hugh Johnson, a market 
strategist with First Albany Co. 

Other markets failed badly as well 
Friday. The Financial Times-Stock 
Exchange Index in London was 
down 10.4 in Jate trading to 1772.3, 
adding to its 49-point slide the day 
before, while in Frankfurt the Com- 
merzbank 60-hsare marker was off 
44.8 points to 1379.9. ° 

London was under pressure chief- 
ly because Britain reported a $1.37 


billion current account balance of 
payments deficit for February that 
was nearly twice what analysts had 
forecast. 

In Tokyo, the Wall Street slide 
precipitated the second-bi one- 
day loss ever on the local share mar- 

yesterday. In half-day trading, 
the Tokyo Stock Exchange's key ba- 
rometer, the 225-share Nikkei Av- 
erage, plummeted 305.99 points 
from Friday to close the week at 
25,320.72. It was the third copsecu- 
tive loss on the Tokyo market after 
recent series of strong gains. 

Contributing to Wall Street’s fall 
was a weaker dollar Friday. The 
pressure on the currency fanned in- 
terest rate and inflation concerns in 
the U.S., encouraging investors to 
cash in gains from 2 recent six-week, 
200-point rally. 

Currency traders said the Federal 
Reserve and the Bank of Japan 
moved to support the dollar Friday 
as the yen continued its. upward 
climb against the major custencies. 
The U.S. currency fell to levels 

t the yen not seen since mid- 
January. Without the intervention, 
“the beating would have been fairly 
bad” for the dollar, said Albert So- 
tia, vice president "and foreign ex- 
change manager at Swiss Bank 
Corp.
